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Mind-Cure Or Mental 
Healing 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOyY 


Mind-cure refers to the use of mental power 
in the treatment of disease, Of course, with the 
development of modern psychology, which is a 
recent development, we better understand what 
we are doing when we use mind power; that 
is, we understand some of the laws regarding 
the principles — we know 
which Jaws will work and are 
able to apply them to secure 
results, Although our under- 
standing of the principles is 
new when viewed against the 
background of history, never- 
theless, the use of mind power 
is not new at all. In some 
form or other, mind-power 
has been used for many 
thousands of years. While 
F. McCoy we know more about some of 
the principles, some of the rules regarding its 
application, we are simply making use of a 
power which has been employed by man over 
a long period of time. Previously, this power 
was used more or less blindly, but the power 
was used by man and is still being used. 

Many different schools of mental healing 
have relied upon mind power and some of these 
different schools used methods almost directly 
opposite of the methods used by other schools 
—yet they all secured results. Regardless of the 
method used, results followed in a variable per- 
centage of cases. The different schools were all 
employing the same kind of power, employing 
it in different ways, but using the same force. 
This mental force might be compared to the 
force of electricity—in the same way that we 
use electricity to cook a waffle or to heat an 
iron, seeming to use it in different ways, yet 
in reality using the same kind of power and 
letting it flow through different channels, so 
we find the force of mind power used in seem- 
ingly different ways and yet the same force, 
doing the work in all these different channels. 

In the history of man, we have many 
recorded instances of healing which occurred 
through prayer and faith, cures that might be 
called mental cures. In all systems of treat- 
ment, we find that most people demand faith 
in something. If the patient has faith in medi- 
cines, any doctor who prescribes medicines will 
help that patient.
